S.R.O. 123.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to Group ‘A’ ^,tls in the Armed Forces Medical 
College, Pune, in the Miinstry of Defence, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Armed Forces Medical College, Pune (Group ‘A’ 
posts) Recruitment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the^ date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, classification and scales of pay. — The number 
of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions etc. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica- 
tions and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as 
specified in column 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


5. Disqualification. — No prison, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracte d a marriage with 

a person ha\ing a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a mairiaje with any person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Ce:"Cral Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applic- 
able to such persons and the other party to the marriage and 
that there arc other gionnd:i> so doing, exempt any person 
from the opcriition of iru'f iiilc. 

6. Power to id ax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is jkocs^aiy oi expedient so to do, U may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the pro^dsiorrs of ihcr.e rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

“(i) Recruitment on the basis of a written examination 
followed by an interview. — Not exceeding 30 years. 
The age limit shall be rclaxablc upro 40 years for 
the fii'J^t examination and upto 50 years for Ihe 
second third and fourth examinations to be conduct- 
ed by the Union Public Service Commission. 

NOTE : The crucial date for reckoning the age limit shall 
be first of January of the year in which the examina- 
tion is held.

NOTH : The crucial date for determining the age limit 
shall be the closing date for receipt of applications 
from candidates in India (other than those In the 
Union Territories of Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
and Lakshadweep)." 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The aforesaid rules arc given retrospective effect from 1st 
October 1977 with a view to cover the cases of candidates 
selected /to be selected by the UPSC in the Combined exami-
